This month we sadly say good bye to Kenneth Langstaff who is leaving Deddington to join his family in 
Wales. For twenty years Kenneth has been delighting the Parish with his artistry, gentle vision and 
craftsmanship. Among much else, he has, since December 1983, designed the covers for the DN. More 
recently, he has worked with the Deddington Map Group. Fortunately it looks as though examples of his 
work will be preserved in the village records.

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GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH MAGAZINE, FEBRUARY 1879, by RUTH JOHNSON 
I wonder if today’s Primary School parents, when there are changes in the Education Act, are as bemused 
as our forbears must have been when they read the following instructions in the Parish Magazine of 
September, 1879 : “During 1879 every child, above 5 and under 10, must attend School regularly; and no 
one, not even ..father or mother, may employ him or her in any shop or in any way whatever for the 
purpose of gain or wages . During 1879 every child, above 10 and under 14, must attend School regularly, 
unless , a) he or she has attended 250 times during each year or for three years, in not more than two 
“ Certified Efficient” Schools and holds a certificate of having made such attendances, or b) passed an 
examination before Her Majesty’s Inspector of Schools and holds a certificate stating such a fact - in which 
case the child may be employed. Parents should also remember that any child attending 350 times in a year 
(am. and pm. attendances clocked up separately) and passing the 4th standard before 11 years of age, will 
have the School Pence PAID by Government for one year... and so on for three years.” (43 new pence in 
1999 is equal to 1 old penny in 1880 !) 
FREE education for scholars, over 3 and under 15 years, started on September 1, 1891, when our Parish 
Magazine airs “the good plan” that the “School Pence”, hitherto spent by parents, should be deposited 
for the benefit of their children in a Savings Account . (Whatever happened to all those little Capitalists ?)

that long ago that we were lambing but now the ewes are shorn poco el TE 


and we have started to sell some of the lambs. The hay making is under way and 
harvest is only some 5 or 6 weeks away and then we shall start all over again. Just 
what the last harvest of the millennium has in store for us only time will tell. The crops 
look very well, if a little untidy, and some fields will look very pretty when the poppies 
and thistles come into flower. Oh well, it all helps the bio diversity - or perhaps | 
should sack the spray man! Or perhaps it is all my fault for trying to cut back on the 
growing costs. But all is not lost. The bees will enjoy the flowers and the seed-eating 
Finches will be very happy with the thistledown and | shall have to resurrect the old 
grain cleaner. 

The beans are now setting their pods and looking good. | just hope the Bruchus beetles 
do not give too much trouble. At the moment, beans seem to be the only crop show- 
ing a slight glimmer of light at the end of the tunnel, but only because of the present 
row over GM crops. This has produced a demand from the supermarkets for meat which 
has been fed on non-GM feed, but no doubt they will change their tune as the price 
begins to rise. We shall now have to start cleaning the barns out ready for harvest and 
get the combine out of storage (if | can remember how to put it back together) and give 
it a good going over so that we do not get too many hold-ups during harvest.. 

The bees for once seem to be having a good time of it and | have already ‘taken off' 
more honey this season than for the whole of last season and we should have at least 2 
more extractions to come but | expect that by the next time you hear from me things 
will be back to the normal doom and gloom. 

Again this year we have seen one or two unusual visitors about the farm. A pair of 
Arctic Terns was seen resting on the fence by the river; a Cormorant was seen fishing in 
the river; 2 pairs of Hobby have been hunting the Swallows and House Martins, and a 
lone Buzzard was seen passing through.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for May 1849: 

23rd MAY - | went to St. Albans specially to enquire a little into particulars relative to our 
new Vicar who came from St. Michael's (in that neighbourhood) here. Found that all we had 
previously heard was too true - respecting him. | visited the magnificent Abbey there, in 
company with the Rector, who happened to be there inspecting some repairs and courteously 
lionised me over the whole. 

28th MAY - | attended the Town Hall Club for a short time during the auditing of their annual 
accounts, gave them some bread and cheese and a gallon of beer. 

30th MAY - Our annual Benefit Society took place with the usual bands, etc., and an 
introduction for the first time of donkey racing and other rustic sports. | was asked to dine 
with the Club at the Crown & Tuns, but | felt obliged to refuse on account of Mr. Brogden's 
singular conduct recently towards myself and Mr. Field. The bands came and played at the 
door as usual and the Morris Dancers jumped about. 

4th JUNE - | bought 2 Alderney Cows out of a drove passing through the Town on my own 
judgement. 

(The next volume of diaries is missing, there are no more entries until February 1850.)

My thanks to the Deddington News editorial teams, the Deddington Map 
Group, the Library staff who have been so helpful supplying references, the caring Health Centre, and 
the Wesleyan fellowship who have supported me in many ways. So I move to new pastures in Wales, 
but will always remember my stay in Deddington with gratitude. 


FROM PEGGY BAKER, NEW STREET, DEDDINGTON. 

Before new housebuilding is considered for Deddington, our priorities need to be faced. Both the Health 
Centre and the Primary School are full. These are in the same road. Parking is virtually non-existent, 
with the result that traffic is a constant danger to children, their parents and the elderly. The three 
development sites marked out in Deddington could each take more than the total number of 23 houses so 
far proposed. I now understand that a further site is being proposed capable of taking up to 200 houses. 
There are to be 1000 new houses in Upper Heyford, with the new residents being looked after by our 
Health Centre. Why do we see potential development sites marked on maps but no maps showing 
development for our Primary School and Health Centre? What is happening to our rural areas? More 
people will mean more cars, more health needs, more pollution, the peace of the countryside destroyed 
and the disappearance of wildlife. Come on, people of Deddington, Clifton and Hempton, OBJECT.

FROM GERAINT & LIZ MORGAN, NICK & CAROL GARRETT, AMANDA VINES 

A proposal has been submitted to the C.D.C. Local Plan Review Team to develop a housing estate in the 
field to the left of the end of The Grove, with access from New Street, left of Archway Garage. As 
residents we strongly support the Parish Council's rejection of this plan. The development would 
adversely affect almost all the houses on the Deddington Manor side of New Street and some in High 
Street, as well as the houses at the end of The Grove. 

In addition, valuable work has already been done by the Millennium Map Group through leaflets, 
mapping Deddington as a special centre of historic and social interest and by published circular walks, 
highlighting the beauty of the surrounding countryside. Such a housing development would irrevocably 
erode both the countryside and the architectural integrity of one of the oldest parts of the village and 
significantly undermine the Millennium mapping initiatives. Please write to the Parish Council 
expressing your concern. 


DEDDINGTON MEALS ON WHEELS SERVICE. This service began in 1963. Its promotor was 
Canon George Palmer, aided by his wife Nora. Mrs. Ivy Price organised the transport and finance for 
sixteen years. From the outset the meals were cooked in Deddington Primary School kitchen. In 
September 1978 when Ivy retired, I became responsible for the service. Originally there were over 
twenty recipients and the meals were dished up on the round. Later they were indi vidually plated in the 
kitchen. In July 1981 the service was extended, when volunteers from the Parish cooked meals during 
the school holidays. Thus throughout the year meals were provided on Tuesdays and Thursdays. I 
could always depend upon the services of cooks and drivers and was most grateful for this support and 
loyalty. Also I am indebted to Mrs. Stella Marmion who for several years provided the roster of cooks. 
In 1990 the system began to change when frozen meals were supplied to the school kitchen. Today, a 
central agency fortnightly provides frozen meals seven days a week, if desired, direct to customers. This 
year, in consultation with the Women's Royal Voluntary Service, which has always supplied advice, 
finance and equipment, the original system was ended, as there were no customers. Thus the personal 


touch is no longer used and this is greatly missed. JOSIE STEVENS

Deddjngton Map Group 


We are grateful to the Parish Council for their grant of £6,600. This will enable us to 
develop our series of MAPPING THE MILLENNIUM leaflets - the last of which comes 
out in September - into a paperback, on sale from mid-2000 onwards.

THE BOWLER FAMILY. 
William Bowler was briefly mentioned in the ‘Historical Characters of Deddington' Millennium 
leaflet. Having lived in the Bowler house, then 'Eastleigh' for nearly eighteen years from 1978- 
1995, and feeling an affection for the family through my late friend, Gladys Hopcraft, who knew 
them, I was encouraged to research. 
William Bowler and a cousin, Thomas, originally from Cheshire, were partners in a felt-hat making 
factory in Southwark, London and chief suppliers to Locks of St. James. In 1850 Locks requested 
of the Bowler factory, on behalf of William Coke of Holkham Hall, Norfolk, a hard felt hat to 
Locks' design for the gamekeepers on William Coke's estate. A harder hat was required to 
withstand the weather and branches of trees. So the Bowlers made the prototype hat for Coke of 
or Hall at the cost of 12/-. William Bowler, probably the eldest of the cousins, is given the 
credit. 
It was Thomas Bowler's (cousin of William) son Thomas (1866-1951) who lived at Eastleigh in the 
earlier part of this century and up until 1919. Thomas Bowler became master of the Hatters' Livery 
Company, the Worshipful Company of Felt Makers, in 1900 aged 34. The reason for his residency 
in Deddington was his marriage to Alice Turner, whose family lived at 'The Poplars’, now 'Castle 
End'. Alice's mother was Louisa Ann Colman from the family of mustard fame. Thomas and Alice 
had six children, five sons and one daughter. The three elder boys fought in the First World War 
and survived, although two were seriously injured. The two younger boys, Cyril aged fourteen and 
John aged eleven, were tragically drowned in 1917 in the River Cherwell at Clifton. They are buried 
in Deddington churchyard near the War Memorial. 
In the second World War Leslie, Thomas's eldest son, brought his family back to Clifton as 
evacuees and they lived at Boulderdyke. Leslie travelled weekly up to the family hat business in 
London. It is John Bowler, Leslie's son, whom I have to thank for his kindness and co-operation in 
my research into this interesting family. JEANNETTE BURDON
